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CASH IS AT MERCY OF FUTURE BUDGETS 

Pride in Barry group 
fears £9m regeneration 
funds might suffer a cut 


THE Chairman of 
Pride in Barry has 
said he is concerned 
that the £9million 
worth of regenera¬ 
tion funds that the 
town was promised 
might be cut. 

Earlier this year, the 
town was designated as 
one of Wales’ strategic 
regeneration areas, which 
meant it would receive 
special investment, but 
Paul Haley has claimed 
that the silence on how 
the money might be spent 
could herald ‘top slicing’ 
- a reduction of the fig¬ 
ure. 

Pride in Barry is also 
concerned that a vital 
partnership body, the 
Barry Regeneration 

Board, has been 

scrapped. 

Mr Haley explained: 


“Pride in Barry cam¬ 
paigned vigorously for 
four years to get the 
money, but it is very dis¬ 
appointing that now we 
have got it, the regenera¬ 
tion board has been dis¬ 
banded by the Vale 
Council. 

“It means there is no 
community input now 
into local regeneration. 

“Pride in Barry has 
been the only organisa¬ 
tion over the years which 
has provided continuity 
in the process of local 
regeneration, but we are 
still willing to be 
involved.” 

Mr Haley said that 
hitherto. Pride in Barry 
had been informed of 
local developments by 
the council, but recently 
he had relied on The 
GEM for information - 
the latest instance being 
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Gavin and Stacey

A Vale spokeswoman said: “There will be two 
types of tour - one that will bring fans to south 
Wales from London, and one that will start and end 
in Barry.” 


news of the external reno¬ 
vation of the Pumphouse. 

The successful cam¬ 
paign by Pride in Barry to 
get extra funds for the 
town involved arguing its 
case before Welsh 
Assembly committees, 
but the organisation now 
appears ‘out in the cold’ 
with an Assembly strate¬ 
gic board considering 
how regeneration should 
proceed, and what is 
required in the town. 

Mr Haley explained 
that earlier in the year, 
when the announcement 
was made that the town 
was going to get funds, it 
was great news for the 
second stage of the 
Waterfront, with the 
prospect of community 
facilities for local people. 

A lack of transparency 
in how things are pro¬ 
gressing has raised con¬ 
cerns in his mind. 

“We are also trying to 
establish whether in the 
current climate the 
£9million is safe. 

“The Assembly has 
made £27.5million from 
the sale of land at the 
Waterfront. We originally 
asked for £20million over 
a ten-year period. 

“The £9million is a 
reduction on what Barry 


was due - we don’t want 
to see that figure ‘top 
sliced’, it would effec¬ 
tively be a second cut on 
what the town should 
have.” 

Rob Quick, director of 
environmental and eco¬ 
nomic development at the 
Vale Council, said: “The 
Barry Regeneration 
Partnership Board was 
wound up a few months 
ago, in light of the deci¬ 
sion by the Welsh 
Assembly Government to 
establish a regeneration 
area (RA) in Barry. 

“The setting up of the 
RA will bring with it its 
own board, and the 
opportunity for Pride in 
Barry and other organisa¬ 
tions to fully participate 
in regeneration issues in 
the area. 

“WAG is currently 
organising the first meet¬ 
ing of the board, which is 
due to take place on July 
14. 

“In terms of the £9m 
of investment from WAG 
under the RA designation 
there has been no sugges¬ 
tion that this amount is to 
be reduced and the need 
is clearly there in terms of 
regeneration priorities in 
Barry. In particular, there 
is a continuing need to 
ensure the continuity of 
funding in the area, 
which has not been deliv¬ 
ered in the past.” 

The GEM approached 


the Assembly, and it 
appeared Mr Haley’s 
fears on funding could be 
well founded. 

A spokeswoman for 
the Welsh Assembly 
explained that the full 
£9million was dependent 
on future budget settle¬ 
ments from London. 

The spokeswoman 
said: “We are committed 
to the Barry regeneration 
area and are making 
plans for the first regen¬ 
eration board meeting, 
which will be held short¬ 
ly. 

“Funding of £3million 
for this financial year 
has been committed and 
we hope to honour our 
commitment of £9million 
funding for the Barry 
regeneration area over 
the next three years - 
subject to budget settle¬ 
ments from the UK 
Government. ” 
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The Flying Vet’s 
silence in court 
means he is 
back in prison 


MAURICE KIRK, 
the ‘Vale Flying 
Vet’ is again behind 
bars in a prison 
cell. 

Last week, the 64- 
year-old appeared in per¬ 
son at Cardiff Crown 
Court and successfully 
applied for medical 
records to be released to 
him. 

When the hearing 
ended, the Recorder of 
Cardiff, Judge Nicholas 
Cooke QC, rose and 
went to leave Court 
Number One. 

Mr Kirk shouted that 
he had other matters to 
raise, and at that point 
picked up a heavy plas¬ 
tic file, secured with 
metal rings, and threw it 
towards the judge’s 
bench. 

It missed the court 
associate by an inch. 
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before landing near the 
judge. 

Mr Kirk was immedi¬ 
ately arrested and taken 
to the court cells. 

Six hours later, he 
appeared before Judge 
Christopher Llewellyn- 
Jones QC and was jailed 
for 28 days for contempt 
of court. 

On Tuesday (June 
29), he appeared in the 
high-security Court 

Number Live in a dock 
which has bullet-proof 
glass, to apologise for 
his actions. 

Mr Kirk, dressed 
smartly in a suit and bow 
tie, was flanked by two 
security officers. 

The woman associate 
asked him: “Are you 
Maurice Kirk?” He 
turned his head to the 


left and said nothing. 
She asked the question a 
second time and the 
response was the same. 

At this point, the 
judge intervened and 
asked: “Are you going to 
answer?” 

Mr Kirk made no 
reply and the judge 
ordered that he be taken 
back into custody to 
serve the remainder of 
his sentence. 

Earlier this year, Mr 
Kirk was found not 
guilty of possessing, sell¬ 
ing or transferring a 
prohibited weapon, a 
Lewis machine gun. 

He was also cleared 
of a charge of possessing 
the weapon, which was 
nearly 100 years old. 

Twice during that 
hearing, Mr Kirk had to 
be forcibly carried to the 
cells by dock officers.

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Drugs handed over in pub for ‘safekeeping’ 

Barry man thought he 
had 6,000 ecstasy tablets 


A BARRY man 
who was handed 
more than 6,000 
tablets in a pub in 
the town for safe 
keeping, believed 
they were the 
banned drug ecsta¬ 
sy. 

If they had been, 
they would have had a 
street value in excess of 
£37,000 - but they 


were anything but, 
Cardiff Crown Court 
has heard. They turned 
out to be, said prosecu¬ 
tor Hilary Roberts, an 
ecstasy alternative, 
TENPP, and were 
worth less than £4,000. 

Carl Lloyd, 24, an 
unemployed building 
worker, was jailed for 
10 months, suspended 
for a year, and ordered 
to carry out 180 hours 
unpaid work, after

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pleading guilty to pos¬ 
sessing drugs with 
intent, possessing 
cannabis and offering 
to supply class A drugs. 

Mr Roberts said that 
on March 27, the police 
went to a flat in Barry 
to enquire about a car 
that was causing an 
obstruction. 

Lloyd answered the 
door and the officers 
smelt cannabis, which 
he said he had been 
smoking. 

They searched the 
flat and found the 
tablets. 

Lloyd admitted 
passing some to an 
acquaintance in the 
belief that they were 
ecstasy.Lloyd 


explained that he had 
been handed the drugs 
for safe keeping by a 
man in a pub. 

His counsel, 

Christopher Evans, 
said: “He kept them 
for someone else and 
they were to be 
returned. 

“The other man is 
something of a bully, 
and Lloyd had been 
under pressure and 


describes himself as an 
‘unsophisticated easy¬ 
going target’.” 

He had, he said, 
been in custody 85 
days. 

Judge Christopher 
Llewellyn-Jones said 
the drugs were found 
only by chance and he 
sentenced on the basis 
that Lloyd had been a 
custodian.

Lifeboat called 
out six times 


DURING the hottest 
weekend of the year, 
Barry Dock Lifeboat 
was launched six 
times over a period 
of four days span¬ 
ning June 25-28. 

In the most serious 
incident last Friday (June 
25) the lifeboat was called 
out to two boys who 
entered the water off Cold 
Knap point and started 
swimming to the outfall 
pipe. 

When the lifeboat 
reached them, one young¬ 
ster on the brink of death 
had to be resusitated. He 
was airlifted to hospital, 
and treated overnight. The 
other boy was taken to the 
University Hospital of 
Wales by ambulance for a 
check up. 

The boys had suffered 
bumps and scrapes from 
rocks, but not hfe-threat- 


ening injuries. On 
Saturday, the lifeboat 
helped people in a drifting 
dingy, and on Sunday it 
assisted the RNLI Atlantic 
lifeboat crew to tow a 
fishing boat back to Barry 
harbour. 

There were also inci¬ 
dents involving a woman, 
who had been drinking, 
and had to be arrested for 
her own safety when the 
authorities were con¬ 
cerned she was going to 
enter the water, and three 
girls were helped back to 
shore at Whitmore Bay 
after getting into difficul¬ 
ties. 

Gerry Adams, the 
lifeboat press officer, said: 
“We are a little disturbed 
about the dangers of the 
use of inflatables in the 
sea. People should not use 
them in strong winds, 
ebbing tides, or choppy 
conditions.”

LAST week, a 
Barry man had a 
special reason to 
toast the new Prime 
Minister of 
Australia - he’s a 
close family friend, 
and put her up on 
holiday when she 
returned to the 
town of her birth! 

Basil Baker (91) of 
Queen Street knew John 
and Moira Gillard and 
daughters Julia and 
Alison as next door 
neighbours in the 60s. 

But last Thursday, he 
woke to the news that 
Julia had become 
Australia’s first female 
Prime Minister. 

Basil said: “My wife 
Mabel and I moved into 
Queen Street before the 
Gillards. They came a 
couple of years later. 

“John, the father, 
worked in the ticket 
office of Barry Railway 
Station so a lot of peo¬ 
ple knew him. 

“He and Moira were 
good friends, nice par¬ 
ents and they had nice 
kids, nothing special - 
until now!” 

The family left for 
Australia in 1966 
because John and Moira 
thought the climate

would help Julia who 
had health problems. 

Basil said: “The fam¬ 
ily came back on holi¬ 
day when Julia was in 
her teens.

“We spent a long 
time chatting because it 
was snowy outside. I 
remember Julia saying 
she wanted a career.

Island traders 
feel summer

TRADERS on 
Barry Island are 
optimistic that the 
popular tourist des¬ 
tination is going to 
have its best sum¬ 
mer for a decade. 

In recent years, 
uncertainty over 

whether the Pleasure 
Park was going to pro¬ 
vide rides, and whether 
there would he suffi¬ 
cient parking on busy 
days, affected the num¬ 
ber of visitors. 

But Pat Collins, who 
has 12 attractions on 
the Promenade and is 
now in his 51st summer 
season, said there was 
a new air of optimism 
on the Island. 

“In May, the traders 
had a meeting with the 
Vale Council, the 
police, the transport 
police and Arriva 
Trains. 

“Among the issues 
that were raised were 
concerns about drink¬ 
ing on the seafront. 

“Since that meeting, 
the management of the 
Island in terms of 
drink, keeping the traf¬ 
fic flowing and car

parking has been 
excellent. 

“If the police have 
spoken to people about 
bringing drink onto 
the Island it has been 
in a subtle way - not 
heavy handed at all. 

“Opening up the 
Butlins site as a car 
park has helped every¬ 
body and meant people 
being able to park on 
the Island without hav¬ 
ing to deal with flights 
of steps. 

“The traffic flow 
system means we are 
not getting congestion 
down at the square 
area either.” 

Mr Collins said the 
council had helped to 
make the Island more 
user-friendly for the 
thousands of people 
that have visited over 
the recent weekends of 
glorious weather. 

“They have put on 
extra staff for cleaning 
and looking after the 
beach, and the opening 
hours of the toilets 
have been extended 


too. 

“There has been a 
forward-looking, can- 
do attitude. 

“We brought up the 
problem of pot-holes at 
a meeting and within 
two weeks it had been 
sorted. 

“It is my 51st year 
down here and I have 
not known such a posi¬ 
tive attitude from the 
council.” 

Mr Collins said that 
a sales rep had told 
him that the Island 
was generating such 
good business that it 
was comparable to 
lucrative resorts like 
Blackpool, Weston- 
super-Mare and 
Brighton. 

He added that 
traders had a reason¬ 
able expectation that 
this summer season 
could be the best in 
many years. 

“In a sense it is out 
of our control, but if 
the weather is good for 
the main six-week holi¬ 
day period, it could be 
the best season we have 
had for 10 years.,” he 
added.

Rhondda, was installing 
interlocking metal 
sheets, known as piles, 
into the ground to pre¬ 
vent the collapse of an 
excavation for an under¬ 
ground pumping station 
at Barry Ponds. 

Mr Morgan was 
standing on a horizontal 
beam in place to guide 
the pile into position, 
when his foot became 
trapped between the 
sheet and the beam, 
injuring his left foot so 
seriously he later had it 
amputated. 

The company, of Kent 
House, 14-17 Market 
Place, London, pleaded 
guilty to a charge under 
Section 2 (1) of the 
Health and Safety at 
Work Act 1974. The 
construction firm have 
been fined £12,000 with 


costs of £11,213. 

The incident hap¬ 
pened in Eebruary 2008 
and the HSE investiga¬ 
tion demonstrated that 
the work Mr Morgan 
was involved in was not 
being carried out in a 
safe manner, in that no- 
one should be standing 
close to a metal pile as it 
is being lowered into 
position. 

HSE Inspector Steve 
Richardson said that 
since the incident, the 
company have revised 
their procedures for 
installing piles and pro¬ 
vided dedicated training 
for their operatives. 

“This was too late for 
Mr Morgan, who 
remains unable to work 
and is still undergoing 
treatment,” he added.

Three Vale residents

MAGISTRATES have 
imposed prison sentences 
on three Vale residents 
found guilty of failing to 
pay their council tax.

Muston appeared before the 
magistrates, but could give no 
good reason why she had not 
honoured the terms of the previ¬ 
ous order made. 

As a result, a prison sentence 
of 20 days was activated and Ms 
Muston was taken straight into 
custody. 

Mr Alan Reynolds of Penarth, 
and Mr Michael Randall of 
Peterston-super-Ely, had also 
previously appeared before the 
magistrates where prison sen¬ 
tences were imposed, but sus¬ 
pended on repayment terms. 

The defendants had failed to 
honour the terms of the sus¬ 


pended sentences and were sum¬ 
monsed to appear before the 
magistrates on June 21 to 
answer the reasons why they 
had failed to comply with the 
orders. 

As they failed to attend the 
court hearing the decision was 
made to activate their warrants 
and impose the sentences with 
immediate effect, giving custodi¬ 
al terms of 13 days and four 
days respectively.

We are considering 
carefully our options 
for achieving this 
whilst we analyse the 
impact of the Budget 
and await further fig¬ 
ures from the compre¬ 
hensive spending 
review in October. 

The projected elimi¬ 
nation of the budget 
deficit set by the 
Chancellor seeks 
greater public spending 
cuts than tax increases; 
the ratio is roughly 4:1. 

This makes for tough 
decisions in Wales over 
the coming weeks and 
months. 

The Welsh Assembly 
Government has made 
its spending priorities 
clear - schools, skills, 
and the NHS. 

Investment and 
spend in all of these 
public services, like our 
Vale schools and Barry 
College, our primary 
health care and hospital 
services will have an 
impact on our economy 
and our ability to foster 
growth with a well edu¬ 
cated, motivated and 
healthy workforce. 

Last week, we cele¬ 
brated Armed Forces 
Day in Barry, Cardiff 
and across Wales, Carl 
Sargeant AM, our 
Welsh Assembly 
Government Minister 
reminded the Assembly 
that, “Nearly 3,000 sol¬ 
diers, sailors and Royal 
Air Force personnel are 
based in Wales. 

With their families, 
they are an integral part 
of Welsh society. 

They use our 
schools, our health 
services and our public 
transport. 

So the Assembly 
Government has an 
obligation to ensure 
that these and other 
public services are 
delivered in a way that 
meets their needs”. 

This was a salutary 


point to make as we 
celebrate and safeguard 
our public services 
whilst being vigilant 
about driving out ineffi¬ 
ciencies, waste and 
duplication.

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In England, patients are treated within 18 weeks 
of referral, but here it is a different story... 

IN WALES, THEY COULD 
HAVE TO WAIT A YEAR! 


A VALE woman is 
battling to get the 
waiting times for 
hospital treatment 
in Wales brought 
into line with those 
in England. 

Pat Swain of Town 
Mill Road, Cowbridge, 
was shocked to find that 
while the Welsh 
Assembly Government 
stipulates that patients 
must be treated within 26 
weeks of being referred to 
a hospital by their GP, in 
England the time is 18 
weeks. 

She is also perturbed to 
find that if a patient is 
referred on to a second 
consultant by the first 
one, the 26-week waiting 
time starts again from 
scratch. 

“That means that you 
can wait a year for treat¬ 
ment in Wales from the 
time your GP makes the 
referral,” she said. “The 
NHS in Wales is acting as 
if it is a lot of different 
organisations. 

“I was referred from 
the Abertawe Bro 
Morgannwg board to 
Cardiff and the Vale and it 
was like dealing with two 
completely different 
organisations, instead of 


all being part of the same 
health service. There is no 
co-operation at all 
between them.” 

Mrs Swain, who is 72, 
was initially referred to a 
gynaecologist at the 
Princess of Wales hospital 
last November by her GP 
who diagnosed a pro¬ 
lapse. 

In December, she was 
told that she would have 
to wait between 12 and 14 
weeks to see him. 

In February, after a 13- 
week wait, she rang again 
and was told that the wait 
would be 17 to 18 weeks. 

She later received an 
appointment for March 
30 which would have 
been 20 weeks after refer¬ 
ral. 

She went on: “But on 
March 12, I had a letter 
cancelling the appoint¬ 
ment and giving me a new 
date of April 13 which 
would have been 22 
weeks after referral. 

“When I rang up to 
find out what was hap¬ 
pening, I was told that the 
consultant had decided to 
go on hohday. But after I 
made a fuss, I was told 
that he was available the 
following Tuesday and 
they offered me three dif¬ 
ferent slots - this was on 
March 23.

“So why wasn’t I 
offered one of those dates 
originally? Why did they 
try to push me back to 
April when there were 
free dates available?” 

Mrs Swain then saw 
the consultant: “He said 
that the operation needed 
was too specialised and 
complex for him to do 
and he said I would need 
to see someone else - 
either in Swansea or 
Cardiff.” 

Mrs Swain opted for 
Llandough Hospital and 
was told she would be 
referred there. 

But on April 12, three 
weeks after she was seen, 
the referral letter had still 
not arrived at Llandough. 
She checked three days 
later and was told it was 
there. 

“I was then told that I 
would have to go back 
onto another waiting list 
and could wait a further 
26 weeks in theory, 
although the time quoted 
was 12 to 14 weeks to see 
the consultant. 

“I was told that nothing 
could be done because the 
new pathway started from 
the date the referral letter 


is received. I was back to 
square one.” 

At this point, Mrs 
Swain started rattling a 
few cages and wrote to 
both health boards, to 
health minister Edwina 
Hart, shadow health min¬ 
ister Andrew RT Davies 
and to Vale AM Jane Hutt. 

She then spoke to 
ABM, who said she could 
be referred to Singleton 
Hospital and she was in 
such discomfort and dis¬ 
tress that she opted for 
this route. 

“I saw the consultant 
on May 18 and he told me 
that there was an alterna¬ 
tive treatment to surgery, 
which was to insert a ring 
pessary which he did 
there and then without 
any further delay.” 

Mrs Swain said that 
she had made a remark¬ 
able improvement and 
was seeing him again in 
October to see if the treat¬ 
ment had worked or 
whether or not she still 
needed surgery. 

“I am feeling so much 
better, but I am surprised 
that this option was not 
offered to me initially in 
Bridgend. It was a simple 
procedure, which I am 
sure all gynaecologists 
are able to do so I am 
wondering why this treat¬ 


ment was not offered. It 
would have saved me a 
lot of distress and hanging 
about. 

“It seems that nobody 
cares about how much 
people are shuttled about 
between doctors and hos¬ 
pitals. You just feel that 
nobody is talking to any¬ 
one else.” 

Her husband Brian said 
that Pat had endured six 
months of purgatory. 

“We do not blame the 
consultants but it is the 
administration of these 
things that is at fault. 
They are using the 26 
weeks as a mi nimum time 
and not a maximum one.” 

Mrs Swain added: “I 
am very unhappy with 
why Wales should have to 
wait longer than England 
and I am still fighting for 
answers. There are other 
people in my position and 
they deserve better.” 

Vale AM Jane Hutt 
said: “I have taken up this 
case on behalf of Mrs 
Swain with the Abertawe 
Bro Morgannwg LHB, 
Cardiff and Vale LHB and 
the Minister for Health 
and Social Services to 
expedite this treatment.”

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‘Justice needs to be seen to be 
served in our own communities’ 

Local politicians 
pledge to oppose 
threat to court

LOCAL politicians 
have pledged to 
fight to keep the 
Vale Magistrates 
Court open. 

As The GEM revealed 
last week, the court at 
Barry is under threat, 
following the publica¬ 
tion of a Ministry of 
Justice paper recom¬ 
mending closure. 

Plaid Cymru’s Dr Ian 
Johnson argued that it 
was vital that justice be 
provided close to the 
community it served. 

“We all know that the 
court in Barry has been 
targeted for cuts for 
quite some time, and I 
Joined staff in protesting 
against changes back in 
March. 

“Justice needs to be 
served and delivered in 
our own communities, 
not transferred out in 
this way. 

“This is just the first 
of the announced cuts 
from this new Tory-led 
Government that will 
have a negative effect 
upon our way of life in 


Barry. 

“Our new Tory MP, 
Alun Cairns recently 
told The GEM that the 
Vale needs to retain its 
own court at Barry. 

“I hope that he will 
join me in fighting his 
own Government 

against their plans to 
shut this important cen¬ 
tre.” 

The consultation doc¬ 
ument envisages a day 
when Vale cases will be 
heard in Cardiff. 

Vale MP Alun Cairns 
stated that he was deter¬ 
mined to ensure the 
court remained in Barry, 
and encouraged the pub¬ 
lic to make their views 
known during the con¬ 
sultation period. 

He said: “I will do 
everything possible to 
stop the closure and ask 
that as many people as 
possible respond to the 
consultation. I was 
involved in the last cam¬ 
paign and as far as I can 
see, the need for the Vale 
Magistrates Court 


remains.” 

Mr Cairns added that 
he was already con¬ 
cerned by the existing 
proposals to transfer 
court administration jobs 
out of the Vale to 
Bridgend. 

He pointed out: “The 
transfer some time ago 
of the police custody 
suite from Barry to 
Cardiff will also make 
our case more difficult. 

“But I will be pressing 
that Barry is Wales’ 
largest town and that 
there is an important 
principle of local justice. 

“The court has excel¬ 
lent facilities, with sepa¬ 
rate entrances for defen¬ 
dants and witnesses and 
it has a first class victim 
support group. 

“We need to do all we 
can to make sure it stays 
open.” 

Assembly Member, 
Jane Hutt, said she was 
disappointed to see the 
shadow of closure hang¬ 
ing over the court after a 
successful campaign had 


been fought to keep it 
open in the recent past. 

She said: “I know the 
people of Barry will join 
me in saying we cannot 
let the new Government 
close our Vale 
Magistrates Court. 

“We successfully 
made the case to keep it 
open when it was threat¬ 
ened four years ago. 

“The Minister at the 
time, Harriet Harman, 
visited the court at my 
invitation and after con¬ 
sidering the facts, view¬ 
ing the facilities and 
meeting the staff, ruled 
against the closure. 

“The evidence was as 
clear then as it is now. 
Barry is the largest town 
in Wales, it needs a local 
justice system which is 
accessible and effective, 
with facilities for vic¬ 
tims, and a speedy crim¬ 
inal justice process for 
defendants.” 

The Vale AM revealed 
that she had written to 
the new Secretary of 
State for Justice, 
Kenneth Clarke, urging 
him to retain the court.

Ramblers meander back in 
time to the 10th Century 


PENARTH AND 
DISTRICT RAMBLERS 
NEWS ROUND-UP 


EIGHT walkers 
from Penarth and 
District Ramblers 
joined Joy and Nick 
at the picnic area 
just off the old 
Roman road at 
Woolaston on a 
bright, sunny 
Sunday morning 
and made their way 
to St Andrew’s 
Church, built of old 
red sandstone in 
1131. 

Woolaston in 
Gloucestershire has 
records that date back to 
the 10th century and the 
village has passed 
through the possession 
of Tintern Abbey, the 
Crown and the Dukes of 
Beaufort. 

Crossing the pretty 


Black Brook and the 
stepping stones across 
Piccadilly Brook, they 
reached their first obsta¬ 
cle in the shape of a 
field of oil seed rape that 
resembled a jungle, 
which was followed by a 
high hill of soil. 

A series of lovely but¬ 
tercup meadows fol¬ 
lowed, with fantastic 
views across the Severn 
Estuary before they 
reached Stroat and began 
to climb gently through 
fields containing crops 
of broad beans, wheat, 
young energetic cows 
and a long-coated bull 
with a pair of massive 
horns. 

By now, the two 
Severn Bridge crossings 
were clearly visible as 
the group stopped for 
coffee above Hanley 


House before making 
their way to Tidenham, 
which lies on the border 
of Gloucester and 
Monmouth. 

They climbed the 
steep steps at the lovely 
old stone parish church 
dedicated to St Mary and 
St Peter and followed a 
cool pathway uphill 
through the trees, to 
eventually cross the old 
disused railway line. 

More fields led to 
Woodcroft, where they 
joined Offa’s Dyke path¬ 
way on the steep cliffs 
above the meandering 
River Wye to reach the 
viewpoint at Wintour’s 
Leap. 

Named after the 
Royalist Sir John 
Wintour, legend has it 
that while on horseback 
being pursued by the 


Roundheads, he leapt 
from the rock and landed 
safely in the River Wye. 

However, as the river 
is some 200 feet below, 
this story is highly 
unlikely and he was 
probably rescued by boat 
from the valley and 
taken to safety. 

After lunch, during 
which they saw many 
rock climbers who are 
attracted by the steep 
limestone cliffs, the 
group moved on and 
spotted two orange 
tipped butterflies before 
going through 
Bowspring and on to 
Parsons Allotment which 
was planted by the 
Forestry Commission in 
1929. 

At one time, a huge 
wood called Tidenham 
Chase covered the whole 


area, but this was split 
up when hunting discon¬ 
tinued and much of it 
was returned to agricul¬ 
tural land, leaving only 
plantations. 

Further on, they saw 
two very sleepy 
Gloucestershire Old Spot 
pigs in a tin hut in the 
woods before passing 
some old lime kilns. 

At Keynsham they 
hacked their way 
through an overgrown 
path before following a 
laneway back to their 
start.

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Brand and Hill’s rock ‘n’ roll comedy 
entertains but fails to hit the heights 


D espite hav¬ 
ing angered 
certain ele¬ 
ments of Britain 
when having left 
answerphone mes¬ 
sages on a certain 
elderly actor's 
answerphone, 
Russell Brand's 
career in America 
has gone from 
strength to 
strength. 

Having built his 
recent reputation by 
squiring pop star du jour 
Katy Perry, and hosting 
the MTV Awards twice, 
Brand is revelling in his 
new-found fame, and 
finds himself on the big 
screen again in Get Him 
To The Greek. 

Brand plays Aldous 
Snow, a character who 
most will remember 
from Forgetting Sarah 
Marshall, who is chased 
down by record compa¬ 
ny intern Aaron Green 
(Jonah Hill). Green is 
tasked with getting him 
to The Greek Theater in 
LA, scene of his finest 
hour 10 years previous¬ 
ly- 

But getting Snow 
there is anything but 
simple, with Green hav¬ 
ing to navigate a mind- 
field of debauchery and 
madness in order to 'Get 
him to the Greek'... 

While very funny, the 
character of Aldous 
Snow was hardly stand¬ 


out in Forgetting Sarah 
Marshall, nor was it one 
you felt had much in the 
way of mileage. 

However, that film's 
director Nicholas Stoller 
obviously disagreed, and 
decided to both write 
and direct a film about 
Snow which, while 
amusing, never quite 
scales the comedic 
heights despite the talent 
on offer. While Get Him 
To The Greek certainly 
has its moments, there 
aren't enough of them to 
elevate it to being any¬ 
thing other than above 
average fare. 

Given that Stoller 
obviously had a plan 
with where to take the 
character of Snow, he 
has opted for a straight¬ 
forward and comedic 
route. Snow is a 
pompous rock star, 
unaware of anything 
other than his own sense 
of being, with little con¬ 
cern for those around 
him (imagine a pinch of 
Bono, a spoonful of Jim 
Morrison, the zest of 
Jagger and a dash of - 
unsurprisingly - Russell 
Brand). 

Mixing this with the 
typical road movie 
premise. Green having 
to take Snow from 
London to LA in 72 
hours, the resulting high 
jinks are easy enough to 
assume but don't quite 
come off. 

Indeed, Stoller's script 
veers between the 
machinations of a road 


movie, while taking pot 
shots at artists who 
believe they are more 
than just 'singers', result¬ 
ing in some superbly 
struck targets (Snow's 
African Child album is 
deemed to be the third 
most harmful thing to 
have ever happened to 
Africa for example). 

While Stoller makes 
some humorous jabs at 
the music industry there 
is very little bite to it, 
content enough to rely 
on the more straightfor¬ 
ward, and ever so often, 
crude humour intent on 
getting the bigger 
laughs. 

It's a plan that doesn't 
quite pay dividends, giv¬ 
ing a talented cast little 
room to play. When they 
are allowed off the leash, 
the results are very 
good, but outside of 
those times the gags, and 
performances, struggle 
to really breakthrough. 

It is a similar story 
with his direction, 

Stoller bringing a profes¬ 
sional sheen to proceed¬ 
ings and stages the con¬ 
cert footage with a keen 
eye. However, aside 
from a clever camera 
shot involving Jonah 
Hill being injected with 
adrenaline, Stoller's 
direction is little more 
than basic, a case of 
point the camera at the 
action and film - it does¬ 
n't really give the movie 
much in the way of pace 
or style. 

The performances are

the film's highlight, with 
leads Brand and Hill 
each showing why they 
are so highly regarded. 
For the former, this is 
his first foray into lead¬ 
ing man territory and he 
handles it with skilful 
aplomb. 

While his perform¬ 
ance may be the biggest 
acting stretch since 
Eminem played a white, 
trailer park-dwelling rap¬ 
per in 8 Mile, Brand is 
never less than entertain¬ 
ing on screen, toning 
down his more eccentric 
flights of fancy to 
ground Snow in the 
world which he inhabits. 
He does the whole rock 
star thing perfectly, cap¬ 
turing the arrogance and 
belief that everyone 
around him is there for 
him only, yet is also able 
to show the heart of gold 
we all know lies 
beneath. 


It is a turn of great 
confidence from Brand, 
while the occasional 
darker moments hint that 
the comedian may be 
able to transcend his 
comedy roots. 

Jonah Hill similarly 
handles his move up the 
cast list well, again ton¬ 
ing down his turn and 
playing foil to Brand's 
out of control whims. 

Hill has been a mainstay 
of Judd Apatow's work 
and delivers an assured 
turn that lacks the 
sparkle of Brand's, but 
makes up for it with 
enthusiasm and an abili¬ 
ty to mine the slow 
building anger towards 
Snow. 

With Rose Byrne 
showing a hitherto 
unseen comedic ability 
in the role of Snow's 
on/off girlfriend Jackie 
Q, some clever cameos 
from music figures, 
including a hugely 
amusing one from 
Metallica 

drummer/enemy of 
Napster Lars Ulrich, you 
have a cast that raises 
chuckles if not huge 
laughs; but the real reve¬ 
lation here is Sean 
'Diddy' Combs. 

His foul mouthed 
record company boss, 
Sergio Roma, is out¬ 
standing, veering off into 
wild tangents and threat¬ 
ening people's minds 
with something far 
worse than control, and 
plays a pivotal role in 
the film's funniest scene. 


where a Las Vegas party 
turns into a wild night 
that will put any viewers 
off having a 'Geoffrey' 
unless there is a furry 
wall close by (watch the 
film and it will all make 
sense!). 

But despite the best 
efforts of Brand, Hill, 
Byrne and Combs, Get 
Him To The Greek does¬ 
n't fulfil the promise of 
raising the laughs you 
think it would. 

Stoller's script tends 
to move things to dark 
places, particularly a 
final act move that feels 
both out of place and 
somewhat pointless 
come the conclusion. 
While Stoller's decision 
to include this does offer 
the film some depth, it 
doesn't quite pay off, 
and you wish there more 
jokes to come. The result 
is that Get Him To The 
Greek entertains, but 
never quite hits the 
heights. 

VERDICT - Amusing 
but only fitfully laugh- 
out-loud funny. Get Him 
To The Greek is livened 
by the turns of Jonah 
Hill and particularly 
Russell Brand, who may 
well be able to do this 
role in his sleep, but 
does it extremely well. 
Nicholas Stoller's script 
and direction are never 
more than serviceable, 
but the comedy stylings 
make this a diverting, if 
ultimately slight, view¬ 
ing experience. 
Enjoyable.

AN assisted home 
ownership scheme 
operated by Newydd 
Housing Association 
in partnership with 
the Vale Council will 
help first-time buyers 
in Barry to get their 
feet on the property 
ladder. 

The Homebuy scheme, 
which has been awarded 
funding from the Welsh 
Assembly Government, 
will be available in Barry’s 
Castleland ward (exclud¬ 
ing properties on the 
Waterfront development) 
which was declared a 
renewal area in April 2010 
and is prioritised for regen¬ 
eration. 

The scheme aims to help 
first-time buyers who can’t 
afford to meet the full cost 
of a property purchase their 
first home on a ‘shared 
equity’ basis. 

Buyers will be expected 
to contribute a mortgage 
covering 70 per cent of the 
property value, which they 
will then own. The remain¬ 
ing 30 per cent equity is 
retained by Newydd 
Housing Association, with 
the option to purchase at a 
later date enabling full 
home ownership. No rent 
is payable on this 30 per 
cent. 

Buying a property 
through the Homebuy 
scheme will still incur the 
normal costs associated 
with buying a property on 


the open market, including 
valuation and survey fees, 
solicitor and land registry 
costs, search fees and 
stamp duty (if applicable). 

However, a deposit is 
not required as this will be 
taken from the 30 per cent 
equity share owned by 
Newydd. 

To be eligible for the 
scheme, applicants must: 

• Be over 18 years of 
age, 

• Be a UK or EU/EEA 
passport holder or have 
‘indefinite leave to remain’ 
stamped in their passport, 

• Have lived or worked 
in the Vale for six months, 

• Eor those leaving the 
Armed Eorces, have lived 
in the Vale for six months 
prior to joining the Armed 
Eorces, 

• Be able to meet the 
long-term financial com¬ 
mitment of home owner¬ 
ship but not be able to 
afford 100 per cent of the 
price of a property suitable 
for their need, 

• Be a first-time buyer.

Keeping your 
home network 
safe and secure 


NOBODY goes on 
holiday locking all 
the windows and 
leaving the front 
door wide open - 
Chris made the 
comment during 
his talk on why and 
how to keep a 
home network 
secure. 

Do you have a net¬ 
work? If you have sev¬ 
eral pieces of kit con¬ 
nected together, yes you 
do. 

If they are connected 
by cables, there is little 
danger of intrusion, pro¬ 
viding your access to 
the internet is secure. 

There are, however, 
many advantages to 
having a wireless net¬ 
work - apart from fewer 
cables. 

You can use a laptop 
anywhere, even in the 
garden. Several comput¬ 
ers can share one print¬ 
er. 

Files can be shared 
without having to copy 
them to an intermediate 
device, such as a CD or 
a flash drive. 

But you must ensure 
security. Wireless trans¬ 
missions can be picked 
up from the road outside 
your house just as easily 
as in your garden; after 
all, that is precisely 
what modern laptops are 
designed to do - pick up 
transmissions. 

It is vital that your 
signal cannot be used 
unless your access code 
is known. 

The code is set by the 
original manufacturer. If 
it is a secure code it will 
be fine. 

If it is a standard 
default code, it can be 
known to someone who 
wants to hi-jack your 
network. It is crazy not 
to change it and ‘leave 
the front door open’. 

At this point, Chris 


reminded everyone that 
all equipment carries a 
code hard-wired into it 
by the manufacturer to 
identify the equipment 
precisely to other pieces 
of equipment that need 
to talk to it, including 
your internet access 
device. 

Your access will also 
have an internet address. 

All this means it is 
possible to identify your 
network as the destina¬ 
tion of any illegal down¬ 
loads. 

It makes sense to pro¬ 
tect your system to 
avoid being held respon¬ 
sible for a hacker’s ille¬ 
gal download. 

Chris then gave sev¬ 
eral tips on how to keep 
things safe: Every sys¬ 
tem has an administrator 
who sets up standard 
accounts for other users. 

An ad mi nistrator 
might well set up a stan¬ 
dard account for 
him/herself for normal 
use. 

In that case, if anyone 
should access his/her 
standard account, they 
will not be able to inter¬ 
fere with other accounts 
or with the system. 

Passwords should be 
strong. That means 
impossible to guess; not 
birthdays, house num¬ 
bers, pet’s names etc. 

They should include 
capitals and lower case 
letters, numbers and 
unusual keyboard char¬ 
acters such as £$%&. 

They must also be 
memorable. 

Suggestions were the 
number plate of a first 
ever car; a line of a 
favourite poem or a 
family saying. 

A final note: if the kit 
is not switched on it 
cannot be hacked. If it is 
not being used, switch it 
off.

SCHOOLS in the 
Vale have been told 
to look out for 
signs of pupils who 
might try a new 
‘craze’ - which is 
said to involve 
choking each other.

took his Barry 
Athletic First XI to 
newly-promoted, 
Newbridge, in what 
threatened to be a 
tricky test for the 
Stags. 

Steve R Jones and 
Lee Morgan opened the 
batting for the Stags and 
made a bright start until 
Jones was bowled for 
eight, bringing in Ian 
Gadd.

MUCH TO PONDER, 
AS WELSH RUGBY 
TAKES A BREATHER 

I BACK PAGE COMMENT by Don Joh^ 




‘Once again, this frustrating 
young Welsh team were partly 
the architects of their own 
downfall, faulty execution prov¬ 
ing costly at critical junctures 
and the lack of a totally ruthless 
edge was in stark contrast to far 
more streetwise opponents who 
typically grabbed every scoring 
opportunity that came their 
way ... ’ 

T hat is what I wrote 
in my summing up 
of the 42-9 defeat to 
New Zealand in the first 
Test at Carisbrook - and 
in essence, it was much the 
same story in the 29-9 sec¬ 
ond Test defeat at 
Hamilton on Saturday, 
with Welsh indiscipline the 
added contributing factor. 

It was bad enough seeing 
their influential captain Ryan 
Jones leave the field injured 
at Waikato, but to be reduced 
to 14 men for a quarter of the 
match through two yellow 
cards gave the Welsh under¬ 
dogs a well nigh impossible 
task - even against Graham 
Henry’s reshuffled All Blacks, 
who showed seven changes 
from the one-sided first Test. 

In fairness, an eager Wales 
side showing two changes of 
their own - 20-year-old 
Osprey Dan Biggar in for 
Stephen Jones at outside half 
and Scarlets’ Jonathan 
Davies at centre - again got 
off to a very promising start, 
Leigh Halfpenny sending 
over a howitzer of a penalty 
to grab the lead inside two 
minutes. 

This was promptly negated 
by that all too familiar thorn 
in the Welsh side, outside half 
Dan Carter, who landed the 
first of five penalties, which 
with a conversion, would take 
his match tally to 17 points 
(to add to the 25 he amassed 
in the first Test!) 

At Dunedin, Wales had 
appeared to run out of steam 
after the interval, despite 


achieving parity for much of 
the first half (to head coach 
Warren Gatland’s undis¬ 
guised chagrin) and as a 
result. New Zealand had run 
amok, racking up 27 unan¬ 
swered points. 

This time, though, a redou¬ 
bled Welsh effort held firm 
for the whole duration, most 
notably in the scrum led by 
the indomitable Adam Jones, 
who had a point to make to 
former Wales coach Steve 
Hansen (now Henry’s No 2). 

For once the men in black 
appeared discomfited - until 
the usual Welsh propensity 
for ill-timed errors began to 
surface, resulting in missed 
opportunities and lost pos¬ 
session at the contact and 
breakdown areas, where wily 
Richie McCaw was again the 
wrecker-supreme, as ever 
blissfully immune to official 
sanction! 

Mind you, he was not alone 
in that: While in no sense 
belittling New Zealand’s 
deserved exalted status at the 
top of the world rugby tree, 
there are times when it seems 
that referees have collective 
blurred vision where silver 
fern transgressions are con¬ 
cerned that do not always 
apply to the rest. 

Even so, it had no real 
bearing on the outcome of the 
two-Test series Down Under, 
which underlined just how 
much further Gatland’s men 
have yet to travel before they 
seriously threaten a Kiwi 
supremacy stretching back to 
1953 - the Queen’s corona¬ 
tion year - the third (and 
last) time Wales have tri¬ 
umphed in 27 clashes 
between the two nations. 

The pragmatic former All 
Black implicitly acknowl¬ 
edged this by setting his team 
the minimal goal of a passion¬ 
ately-committed performance 
for the whole 80 minutes, to 
at least win the “respect” of 
his homeland. 


In this at least, the pre-tour 
target was surely achieved, 
for in terms of unflinching, 
all-out effort the entire Welsh 
squad could not be faulted, 
showing a never-say die spirit 
and pride in the red shirt, 
that (unlike the hapless 
England football team) 
enabled them to return home 
with their heads held high. 

While the Welsh camp can 
point to this and other plus 
factors that will stand young 
players in good stead for the 
future, the reality is that the 
records will merely show that 
they were well beaten - by 
opponents who never really 
needed to hit top gear. 

To put it in sober context, 
Hansen was afterwards quot¬ 
ed as saying that the All 
Blacks would now turn their 
attention to the “big boys” (in 
the Tri-Nations). 

With Gatland’s focus, as 
always, firmly on next year’s 
looming Rugby World Cup in 
New Zealand, the Six Nations 
will be crucial in honing his 
squad to a strategy that will 
give Wales the best chance of 
success in the competition. 

The signs are there that 
Wales are slowly assembling 
a pack more than able to hold 
their own up front and sup¬ 
ply the quick ball to talented 
backs on which Welsh play 
traditionally depends. 

Who knows, there could yet 
be a role for sadly-neglected 
scrum half Dwayne Peel to 
provide those extra vital sec¬ 
onds needed to inject pace 
into the attack from the base 
of the scrum - and then, of 
course, there is also the No 10 
conundrum! 

So, plenty for Gotland & Co 
to ponder on, as everyone now 
takes a short breather before 
the whistle sounds for the start 
of a long, hard season in 
which World Cup glory is the 
glittering distant prize.
